Again  we  have  been  enjoying  lately  a 
missionary  revival.

ers,  in  oar  papers,  as  “drawing  numbers,” 
“hustlers,”  men  who  “bring  things  to 
pass.”  and  whd  lay  all  Common  pastors  in 
the  shade  in  the  matter  of  doing  things, 
dissatisfies  some  churches  with  available 
preachers.  They  Income  infatuated  with 
the  idea  that  they  must  have  such  a 
preacher,  and  go  op  a hnnt  for  him.  But, 
as  he  is  not  among  those  whom  the  Lord 
has  made  available,  thev  go  pastorlcss. 

2.  Another  probable  cause  for  pastor  less 
churches  is  the  effects  produced  by  life  in- 
surance. 

Not  many  preachers,  who  feel  called  Of 
God  to  preach,  lielieve  He  called  them  to 
sjiend  a goodly  portion  of  their  time  in 
secular  pursuits  for  a maintenance;  and 
they  submit  to  it  under  protest. 

The  failure  of  maintenance  sometimes 
drives  them  to  secular  pursuits,  or  to  other 
fields;  and  this  failure,  in  many  instance*, 
may  be  due  to  the  want  of  ability  to  sup- 
port a preacher,  which  condition  is  some- 
times (perhaps  often)  attributable  to  the 
burden  of  carrying  life  insurance.  The 
writer  has  knoyvn  fields  where  some  breth- 
ren (pretty  universal)  carried  insurance 
costing  each  from  fifteen  to  one  hundred 
dollars  per  year.  And  his  observation  is, 
that,  when  one  carries  from  two  to  five 
thousand  dollars,  qr  more,  he  is  not  usually 
so  economical  regarding  his  current  ex- 
penses unless  compelled  to  be  so  in  order 
to  meet  the  expense  of  insurance.  Of 
course,  this  means  ificrcased'  expenditure. 
Add  this  increased  expenditure  to  the  an- 
nual premium  on  insurance  find  you  have 
an  amount  which,  subtracted  froni  the  in- 
come, materially  diminishes  it.  It  practi- 
cally destroys  ability  to  help  support  the 
Lord’s  work,  so  much  so  that  it  takes  more 
love  for  Him  than  Christians  usually  have 
to  enable  them- to  see  how  they  can  do  it, 
only  iu  y_yery  meagre  way.  Indeed  fof  one 
to  spend  one  hundred  dollars  a year  for  in- 
surance and  perhaps  another  hundred,  or 
more,  that  he  would  not  spend  if  not  in- 
sured, makes  it  really  difficult  for  him  to 
help,  unless  he  is  pursuing  a very  lucrative 
business,  in  which  event  there  is  not  even 
an  apparent  necessity  for  him  to  insure. 

Preachers  are  more  or  less  responsible  for 
this,  as  many  Of  them  encourage  it.

The  early  morning  found  me  at  the 
court  house,  which  also  contains  the  jail. 
When  I was  intro  luced  to  the  unfortunate 
man,  I found  that  during  the  period  of 
imprisonment  under  sentence  he  had  had 
many  lonely  dsys  and  nights  to  think  ofi 
his  sins  and  his  approaching  death.  But 
be  was  not  always  left  alone  with  these 
grim  spectators.  The  Bible,  Christian  min- 
isters rnd  anxious  relatives  and  friends 
found  their  way  to  his  cell. 

It  was  when  he  became  anxious  about

Aji  soon  as  Gam- 
mon’s brother  from  Grenada  was  with 
him  and  learned  the  situation  he  called  me 
in  for  tbe  service.

Gammon's  I called  for  a <pnferencc  with 
the  Water  Valley  brethren,  and  we  ar- 
ranged for  the  service  at  the  church.  The 
sheriff  said  he  could  send  uh  over  and  re- 
turn us  in  sa«ety.  By  this  [time,  however, 
the  streets  were  filled  with  j people  and  the 
young  man’s  parents  were  jutraid  fi»r  him 
to  go  out.  Realizing  witlj)  Ir;eneus  that,

A Statement. 

Since‘many  have  asked,  and  some  are 
writing  me  about  the  religious  experience 
of  Ed  Gammons,  recently  hanged  at  Water 
Valley,  I offer  a statement  to  The  Bap- 


the  church 


prepared  for  the  bap- 
tismal so  vice  in.the  court  house  and  jail. 
Bro  Jennings,  and  others  went  round  to 
notify  the  members,  and  soon  we  had  a 
working  loree. 

1 have  conducted  services  under  sad  and 
trying  circumstunces — funerals  and  memo- 
rial services,  but  the  most  serious  and  im- 
pressive meeting  I was  ever  in  was  that 
baptismal  service.  Tbe  people  in  close 
touch  with  the  prisoner  had  by  this  time 
undergone  a great  change  in  their  attitude 
toward  him.  One  man  told  me  that  at 
the  time  o(  the  trial  he  believed  he  could 
have  helped  to  kerosene  Ed  Gammons  and 
burn  him,  but  that  he  would  then  sign  a 
petition  for  his  release.  The  young  crimi- 
nal with  innocent  blood  upon  bis  hajKts 
and  murder  in  bis  heart  must  have  been 
quite  different  from  the  penitent  believer 
with  all  malice  gone  put  of  his  heart  and  a 
new  spirit  pervading  the  soul.  The  boy’s 
own  father  and  brothers  could  not  have 
been  mce  gentle,  sympathetic  and  kind 
than  I found  the  sheriff  and  all  the  men 
about  him. 

But  I am  wandering  from  the  baptismal 
service.  With  the  candidate  seated  in  the 
middle  of  the  sheriff’s  office,  his  feet  still 
hound  in  irons,  though  the  hand-euffs  bad 
b en  removed,  th«  church  conference  was 
opened,  the  family  and  special  friends  were 
seated  with  us  or  standing  round  the 
room.  After  hearing  the  candidate’s  ex- 
perience of  grace,  the  vote  to  receive  him 
was  unanimous.  We  all  extended  the  hand 
of  Christian  fellowship,  then  I read  some 
Scriptures,  made  the  fewest  comments  and 
offered  prayer.  Hever  did  I call  a people 
to  prayer  when  t^ie  solemnity  was  so  awe- 
in9piringa»r  the  Spirit  more  manifest. 

While  the  tank  In  the  adjoining  jail  cor- 
ridor was  being  put  into  complete  readi- 
ness, the  sheriff  hid  the  shackles  removed 
from  the  prisoner^  leet,  and  I proceeded 
to  immerse  the  .candidate.  Probably  it 
was  a little  irregular.  Certainly  it  was  un- 
usual, but  it  wasj  withal  a thorough  im- 
mersion. After  the  brother  was  dressed, 
he  received  the  hrind  of  church  fellowship, 
hade  farewell  to  Another,  little  sister,  fa- 
ther, brothers  anjfl  proceeded  to  the  scaf- 
fold. - • 

Never  have  1 si  in  law  and  grace  stand 
out  in  such  striljing  contrast  as  in  that 
court-house  meeting.  There  was  the  law 
claiming  life  for  file,  even  when  all  murder 
had  gone  out  ofl  the  heart,  leaving  "on 
earth  pence,  good  will  toward  men.”  And 
there  was  the  goaiel,  come  into  the  prison 
to  save  t soul  from  the  sin  of  murder;  and 
there  reigned  the  Holy  Spirit  to  give 
heavenly  peace  And  eternal  hope  (to  a 
spirit  which  the  laiw  was  hurrying  out  of 
the  world  of  time  land  things. 

When  the  youthlul  victim  uttered  from 
the  scaffold  that  simple,  impressive  admo- 
nition, "Let  this  be  a warning  to  all  the 
rest  of  you  youn  a fellows.”  The  new  con- 
vert could  bear  witness  to  the  Spirit’s 
p >wer  over  sin  anil  death,  and  say  from 
the  gallo /vs,  "Dop’t  think  God  can’t  for- 
give your  sins.”  t ;
